SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer printout entitled Doing Shannon Aftermrds also known as Email To 
Luisa Doing Shannon Afterwards is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This computer printout is substantially the same as OFLC Ref 9900285 of the same 
title. The differences are that this publication has an email message before the story 
about a master/slave relationship on the Internet involving virtual-death by 
strangulation. The font is also larger which accounts for it running onto a fourth page. 

This four page story involves Steve having sex with Shannon's corpse. Steve picks 
Shannon's body up from an abandoned building and takes it to his place. Steve 
engages in a variety of sexual activities with Shannon in both locations including 
vaginal and anal intercourse, and intercourse with her mouth. Steve uses a rope and 
pulley system to manipulate Shannon's body into different positions. 

Steve works in a crematorium and intends disposing of Shannon's body there once he 
has finished having sex with it. 

Doing Shannon Aftermrds promotes and supports sexual conduct with the body of a 
dead person (s3(2)(c) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
(FVPC Act)). It does this by explicitly and salaciously describing sexual activity 
between a man and a dead woman. These descriptions by their manner are intended 
to sexually arouse the reader. The man has no remorse or feelings of guilt or 
wrongdoing about sexually violating the woman's corpse. Colloquial and offensive 
language is used to describe the sex and body parts such as genitals. 
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The computer printout is deemed objectionable by virtue of it promoting and supporting 
a section 3(2) criterion of the FVPC Act. Section 3(2) is inconsistent with and 
overrides s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990.
